And therefore theſaid Major, Bailiffs, and Burgeſſes, did by their 
ſad Petition humbly pray the Parliamentro Authorize them by Letters Patents under the Great Sea) of Eng/and, te 
gather and receive the charitable contributions of well difpoſed perſons towards the reliefand ſuccor of the Sufferers 
by the faid Fire, Which Petition the Parliament having taken into their ſerious conſideration, and well weighing the 
fame, have therenpon Ordered, That a Brief be granted under the Great Seal of England, for a ColleRtion of woll
